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Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  tor  the  year  1948. 

On  the  5th  July  of  that  year  the  New  t4ealth  Service  Act 
became  operative.  I  think  it  is  true  to  say  that  the  Stavelcy 
Urban  District  Council  in  common  with  many  non-county 
borough  authorities  were  very  disappointed  that  some  at  least 
of  the  day  to  day  administration  of  the  services  were  not 
delegated  to  them  or  to  a  combination  of  the  local  sanitary 
authorities. 

So  far  this  has  not  been  done,  but  with  regard  to  some  of 
the  more  personal  services  such  as  home  help,  domiciliary 
nursing,  etc.,  it  is  still  the  feeling  that  the  control  is  too  remote. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  social  conditions  of  the 
area,  but  there  have  been  three  new  enterprises  started  namely, 
a  cement  block  factory,  a  tarred  slag  plant  and  a  co.ich  repair 
and  painting  works. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

There  is  one  pleasing  feature  regarding  the  incidence  of 
infectious  disease  namely,  the  low  incidence  of  diphtheria.  It 
does  seem  that  the  immunisation  schemes  of  the  past  eight 
years  are  now  showing  good  results. 

Notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  are  not  increased 
and  in  fact  show  a  decrease  from  the  previous  year.  This  also 
is  most  gratifying  as  in  most  areas  there  has  been  an  increase 
both  in  the  number  of  cases  notified  and  in  the  deaths  from 
this  disease. 

In  conclusion  I  thank  all  my  colleagues  of  the  Urban 
District  Council  staff  and  the  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
help  and  assistance  whenever  it  was  required.

Fewer  and 
fewer  families  are  attending  for  dclousing  of  heads.  This  is 
probably  due  partly  to  the  new  preparations  now  in  use  for 
destroying  vermin  in  heads. 
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INCIDENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS 

DISEASES. 

Diphtheria — 'i  here  was  one  case  of  diphtheria  notified 
during  the  year.  No  cases  were  notified  last  year. 

Diphtheria  Immuniwatioii — Age  under  5  years,  98.  Age 
5  years  and  over  but  under  15,  3. 

Scarlet  Fever — 47  cases  were  notified  in  the  year  as 
against  42  in  the  previous  year.  There  were  no  deaths. 

Measles — 'I’wo  hundred  and  thirty  cases  were  notified  as 
against  two  hundred  and  twenty-six  in  the  previous  year. 
There  was  one  death. 

Whooping  Cough — Sixty-six  cases  were  notified  in  the 
year  as  compared  with  thirty-three  in  the  previous  year. 

Ccrebro  Spinal  Fever — There  was  one  case  notified  during 
the  year.  There  were  none  in  the  previous  year. 

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 

( 1 )  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

No  nursing  in  the  home  is  undertaken  by  the  Urban  Dis¬ 
trict  Council. 

(2)  MID  WIVES.

Council. 

(3)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

All  bacteriological  work  is  done  at  the  Bacteriological 
Department  of  the  County  Council  at  Derby.  Chemical 
analysis  is  done  by  the  County  Analyst  at  Derby. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES— Dronfield,  Langwith, 
Mastin  Moor,  Morton,  Penmore  and  Spital  Hospitals 
have  motor  ambulances. 

(b)  NON-  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES— Motor  Ambu¬ 
lances  are  maintained  by  G.  Rimmington,  Staveley,  and 
Bolsover  Urban  District  Council. 
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CLINIC  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

County  Clinic,  Brimington,  Chesterfield — Tuberculosis 
School  Clinics  for  minor  ailments,  and  a  Dental  Clinic  are 
carried  on  in  this  building.  Infant  Welfare  and  Pre-Natal 
Clinics  are  held  at  Barrow  Hill  and  Staveley. 

The  County  Council  provide  treatment  for  venereal 
disease  at  the  Royal  Hospital,  Chesterfield.

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NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

This  Act,  which  came  into  force,  sees  the  final  break  up 
of  the  existing  poor  law.  The  provisions  of  the  Act  which 
concern  this  Council  most  arc  contained  in  Sections  47  and  48. 

In  circular  87/48  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  guid¬ 
ance  is  given  to  local  authorities  on  their  duties  under  the  Act, 
and  below  are  paragraphs  82 — 84  inclusive,  which  deal  with 
removal  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

82.  ■■  The  powers  which  a  number  of  local  authorities  at 

present  possess  under  local  Acts  to  remove  certain  per¬ 
sons  from  insanitary  conditions  are  now  replaced  by 
powc.'s  conferred  by  Section  47  on  the  councils  of  all 
county  boroughs  and  county  districts,  and  in  London 
on  all  sanitary  authorities. 

In  the  case  of  persons  who — 

(a)  arc  suffering  from  grave  chronic  disease,  or, 
being  aged,  infirm  or  physically  incapacitated,  are 
living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and 

(b)  are  unable  to  devote  to  themselves,  and  are  not 
receiving  from  other  persons,  proper  care  and 
attention, 

— the  authority  may,  on  the  written  certificate  of  their 
medical  officer  of  health,  apply  to  the  court  of  summary 
jurisdiction  for  an  order  for  a  person’s  removal  to  and 
detention  in  a  suitable  hospital  or  other  place  (c.g. 
residential  accommodation  provided  under  the  Act).’’ 

83.  ■’  Such  a  certificate  can  be  given  by  the  medical  officer 
of  health  only  after  thorough  inquiry  and  consideration, 
not  on^y  of  the  interests  of  the  person  concerned,  but 
also  of  the  risk  of  injury  to  the  health  of,  or  serious 
nuisance  to,  other  persons. 

Application  to  the  court  must  be  made  by  the  local 
authority  and  not  by  the  medical  officer  of  health.” 

84.  ”  An  order  may  be  made  for  the  person’s  detention  for 
a  period  not  exceeding  three  months  in  the  first  instance, 
but  this  period  may  b(y  order  from  time  to  time  be  ex¬ 
tended  by  a  further  period  not  exceeding  three  months. 
Provision  is  made  empowering  the  court  to  revoke  an 
Order  on  application  made  by  or  on  behalf  of  the 
person  concerned  at  any  time  after  the  expiration  of 
six  clear  weeks  from  the  making  of  the  order.” 

It  is  to  be  noted  in  paragraph  83  that  not  only  are  the 
interests  of  the  persons  concerned  to  be  taken  into  considera¬ 
tion  but  the  effect  of  their  presence  on  other  persons. 

No  action  has  been  taken  under  this  Act  in  the  Urban 
District  during  the  six  months  it  has  been  in  operation.

During  the  year  950  yards  of  6-in.  main,  1,645  yards  of 
4-in.  main  and  275  yards  of  3-in.  main  were  laid  in  the  Urban 
District  to  provide  service  for  the  new  housing  estates  and 
additional  factories. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  Staveley  Urban  District  comes 
from  Crowhole  Reservoir,  with  a  supplementary  supply  from 
Ramsley  Reservoir.  Both  waters  are  chlorinated  at  Crowhole, 
and  thereafter  treated  with  carbonate  of  lime  and  aluminium 
sulphate  prior  to  being  filtered.  Hydrate  of  lime  is  added  to 
the  filtrate  to  neutralize  the  acidity  of  the  water  so  as  to  pre¬ 
vent  plumbo  solvency. 

Weekly  tests  are  made  at  the  Filter  Houses  at  Barlow  to 
ascertain  the  ph.  value,  the  hardness  of  the  water  and  the 
chlorine  residual,  and  the  chemicals  arc  adjusted  as  required. 

Chemical  analyses  of  the  water  at  the  source  were  not 
made  during  the  year.  The  quality  of  the  water  varies  little, 
and  no  practical  purpose  would  be  served  in  making  frequent 
chemical  analyses.

HOUSING. 

As  I  have  reported  in  previous  years  Staveley  is  fortunate 
that  there  is  no  really  bad  slum  property  in  the  area. 

The  National  Coal  Board  have  taken  over  a  number  of 
properties  formerly  in  the  possession  of  the  Staveley  Coal  and 
Iron  Co.,  and  in  some  of  the  older  types  have  commenced  to 
modernise  and  improve  the  properties. 

There  is  practically  no  unemployment  in  the  district  and 
though  the  housing  position  from  the  angle  of  unfit  properties 
is  good,  the  Housing  Manager  estimates  that  in  75  per  cent,  of 
the  houses  in  the  Urban  District  there  are  two  or  more  families 
living,  so  that  even  when  the  new  estate  at  Inkersall  is  com¬ 
plete  there  will  still  be  need  for  more  houses.

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. 


During  the  year  4  complaints  of  the  poor  keeping  quality 
of  milk  delivered  to  householders  were  received,  and  investi¬ 
gations  were  made.  Instructions  were  given  to  the  producers 
of  milk  stressing  the  necessity  of  keeping  clean  utensils  and 
also  regarding  the  cooling  and  storage  of  milk. 

47  persons  are  registered  as  milk  sellers,  34  are  cow- 
keepers,  dairymen  and  wholesale  purveyors  and  retail  pur¬ 
veyors.  Three  persons  are  registered  as  purveyors  of  bottled 
milk. 


Four  persons  are  registered  as  retailers  only  and  nine 
registered  milk  sellers  have  their  premises  outside  the  district. 

Three  persons  are  registered  to  sell  bottled  Tuberculin 
Tested  milk. 

69  inspections  were  made  and  structural  defects  were 
found  in  four  cases,  these  were  abated  satisfactorily.  All  cow¬ 
sheds  and  dairies  in  the  area  have  been  cleansed  and  lime- 
washed  twice  during  the  year. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  seven  farms  are  fitted  with 
plant  enabling  them  to  produce  accredited  milk. 

Meat  Inspection. 

During  the  year  166  Licences  were  issued  from  the  Food 
Office  for  the  slaughter  of  pigs  on  cottagers'  premises.  In¬ 
spections  of  carcases  were  made  and  the  meat  was  found  to 
be  of  good  quality. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  regarding  the  conditions 
of  the  premises  where  the  slaughtering  was  carried  out. 

Permission  has  been  given  for  the  erection  of  sixteen  new 
pig-stys  during  the  year.

Factories  and  Workshops. 

During  the  year  the  Staveley  Iron  and  Chemical  Co.,  Ltd., 
have  completed  the  works  required  to  provide  sufficient  sani¬ 
tary  accommodation  for  the  whole  of  their  workpeople,  and 
many  of  these  conveniences  are  working  through  a  septic  tank. 
It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  no  complaints  have  been  received 
during  the  year. 

In  addition  the  following  factories  have  been  placed  on 
the  register : — 

Haddon  Concrete  Co.,  Ltd.,  slab  concrete  manufacturers. 
Clugstone  (Staveley)  Ltd.,  tarred  slag  manufacturers. 
Hunt  and  Walker,  Ltd.,  coach  repairers  and  painters. 
Notices  have  been  served  on  these  three  companies  for 
suitable  sanitary  accommodation  for  their  workpeople  and 
these  are  being  provided. 

Bakehouses. 

During  the  year  16  inspections  have  been  made  on  the  8 
registered  bakehouses  in  the  district,  and  minor  repairs  such 
as  the  lime-washing  and  painting  of  walls  have  been  carried 
out  where  necessary. 
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Infcctiotis  Diseases. 

Enquiries  were  made  into  all  cases  of  infectious  diseases 
an»l  any  defects  or  nuisances  dealt  with.  Disinfection  of 
premises  was  carried  out  where  desired. 

During  the  year  "!8  premises  have  been  visited  and  10 
rooms  fumigated. 

Shops. 

130  visits  were  made  to  shops  during  the  year,  and  10 
letters  were  sent  regarding  hours  of  closing  and  other  matters. 

I'raders  have  adhered  to  the  Regulations  satisfactorily  as 
a  general  rule. 

Smoke  Observations  at  Colliery  Tips. 

No  official  smoke  observations  have  been  taken  during  the 
year,  but  several  visits  have  been  made  to  burning  refuse  tips. 
Steps  have  been  taken  to  minimize  tip  fires  by  the  spraying  of 
water  on  to  the  tip. 

During  the  year  several  meetings  have  taken  place  with 
the  National  Coal  Board  officials  owing  to  a  complaint  being 
received  from  the  Poolsbrook  area  of  the  nuisance  of  the 
Ireland  Colliery  spoil  bank.  The  National  Coal  Board  carried 
out  a  request  that  the  spoil  bank  should  be  raised  to  a  con¬ 
siderable  height  to  prevent  the  smoke  nuisance  affecting  the 
houses  in  close  proximity  to  the  tip.  In  addition  sprinklers 
have  been  placed  on  the  tip  side  to  minimize  fires  on  the  tip 
face. 

Bed  Bugs. 

Complaints  were  received  during  the  year  from  the  occu¬ 
piers  of  9  dwelling  houses  with  regard  to  rooms  and  bedding. 
The  bedding  was  fumigated  in  the  disinfector  and  the  rooms 
treated  with  a  D.D.T.  solution.  Both  were  afterwards  stated 
to  be  quite  satisfactory. 

Closet  Accommodation. 

During  the  year  104  additional  water  closets  have  been 
made.

One  new  licence  has  been  granted  for  a  living  van  during  the 
year. 

Rats  and  Mice  Destruction  Act. 

During  the  year  a  close  watch  has  been  kept  on  all  places 
where  infestation  might  take  place  and  the  local  rat  catcher 
has  been  in  constant  attendance  at  farms  and  refuse  tips.  The 
baits  used  were  sausage  rusks  and  zinc  phosphide  which  are 
highly  successful. 

20  complaints  have  been  received  of  rats  on  private  premi¬ 
ses  during  the  year,  and  these  were  dealt  with  satisfactorily. 

River  Polution. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  steps  taken  by  the  Coal 
Bye-Products  and  the  Ireland  Colliery  during  the  year  have 
improved  the  condition  of  the  River  Doe  Lea.  No  reports 
have  since  been  received  of  any  nuisance  arising  through  the 
pollution  of  this  river.
